WMhlngton, April 22. — lUniiter 
Woodford, at Madrid, was banded bis 

passports before he had a chance to 
deliver the preeldent'a ultimatum, 
Spain tbua accepting the responsibility 
of aafverlnff diplomatic relations and 
virtually declaring war. 
A cabinet meeting was called Imme- 
ii (iiately, and It was decided to order the 
Nortb Atlantic squadron to blockade 
Havana at once. 

In ease the Spanlsb fleet comes' orer, 
which la considered very doubtful, an 
attempt will bera ade to force it into 
battle, and thus practically end tbs 
conflict in short order. 



INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

CawMd bjr X«wa ThMt 8p«la Had Pr««tl« 
oallr OeoUred War. 

Fort Monroe, April 22. — Beginning 
with the rtcrptiou of the first newa 
bulletins from Washington intense ex- 
citement prevailed here, both on shore 
and among tba ottctrs and men of the 
squadron. 

The officers who came ashore In the 
alteruoon were notified that they must 
report on board at 10 o'clock at the 
latest, and that no all-nlgbt sbore leave 
would be granted. 

'1 he olticei s of the Massachusetts 
were told Ihut they must report at 5:30 
o'clock on board, when leave might be 
granted for a few hours to see friends. 

These two orders led to all sorts of 
rumors, an annoying one being that 
the Massachusetts bad been detached, 
which was promptly denied. 

At.tbe hotels, where many of the 
ofllcers' wives dre staying, tberfe was 
great consternation, it being believed 
that the squadron would sail before 
morning. 

At 4 o'clock, after the receipt of a 
bullttln tbat tbs Spanlsb believed the 
ultimatum to be a declaration of war. 
Commodore Schley signaled from the 
Brooklyn for all tbe engines to bo cou- 
pled. 

Arrangemonts were made for tbe tel- 
egraph stations on sbore to remain 
open all night to receive dispatches. 

Despite the strain on all nerves men 
and officers are enthusiastic to a de- 
gree, and tbat was demonstrated when 
tbe torpedo boat Rodgers stopped by 
tbe Brooklyn on her way out to Join 
the Key We:it siiuadron to ask per- 
mission of Commodore Schley to pro- 
ceed. The men flocked to the forecas- 
tles of the vessels and cheered heartily. 
Bbe went out of Hampton roads at full 
speed. 

CHANCE TO Ficnr. 

ArraiiicruientH Completed For riillini; 
^ Uut tlia .Militia of tbe Country. 

Washington, April 22. — Arrange- 
ments bavs been copmpleted for call- 
ing out 100,000 of tbe militia of the 
country to aid tbe regular army in the 
operations to compel tbo Bpulsb evac- 
uation of Cuba. 

The number of men required from 
each state will be In the proportion 
that Its population bears to tbat of the 
whole country. 

According to this ratio tbe several 
states would be called on tb furnish

Washington, April 22. — There are 
strong indications that if the Spanish 
government persists In the present an- 
nounced policy of commissioning pri- 
vateers to prey on commerce, effective 
Influences will be brought to bear upon 
her by several other great commercial 
powers, particularly Oreat Britain and 
Germany, to stop this prl vatperlng, or 
to make it practically ineffective and 
harmlai& 



May Overstep Themselves. 
London. April 22.— Trustworthy in- 
formation is that the continental pow- 
ers will preserve strict neutrality be- 
tween tbe United States and Spain un- 
til there has beMk enough blood shed 
to appease Spanlsb honor. Then they 
will try a concerted plan, already 
vaguely considered, to get Spain out of 
its dUBcuItics Bi lightly as possible. 

Colonel Cook Ketlred. 

Washington, April 22.— Colonel Hen- 
ry C. Cook, who commanded the Fifth 

infantry at Fort McPherson, has Ijcen 
placed on the retired list on account of 
disabilities Incident to the service. Ho 
has been succeeded In command of the 
Fifth regiment by Llutenant Colonel 
H. D. Freeman of that regiment, who 
has been stationed in Oklahoma. 



Woodford Ii«avea Spain. 

Madrid, April 22.— General Woodford 
left for France at 4:40 p. m. A crowd 
of the rabble followed blto to tbe sta- 
tion, but he was amply protected. He 
left American Interests In tbe bands of 
the British embassy. He also ordered, 
all American consuls to leave Spain. 

Tho Piratoa Aro' Kovtay. 

Madrid. April 22.— There Is a bitter 
feeling here against Great Britain, es- 
pecially on the contraband-of-war and 
privateer questions. It Is the belief of 
the general public that Oreat Britain is 
playing in an underhand manner the 
game of the United States.

Chattanooga, April 22. — Fire Md 
perhaps more of the Infantry regi- 
ments now en route to the encamp- 
ments at New Orleans. ^^o^lIe and 
Tampa, Fla., will pitih their tents on 
tbe Chickamauga battlefield. 

Acting on orders received from 
Wasblngtbn, Major Oeneral Brooke 
telegraphed to the conimandlrig of- 
ficers of all the regiments which have 
not already gone by ( nattanooga or- 
dering them to proceed here at once. 

Arrangements were also entered 
Into with the different railroads cen- 
tering here for the prompt movement 
of the Chattanooga infantrymen whO 
arrived at Junction Points. 

The Twelfth Infantry from Port Ni- 
obrara, Neb*, on Its way to New Or- 
leans, was diverted at Nashville, tbe 
first white infantry regiment to be 
encamped on tho Chlcksmnugn bat- 
tlefield. 

The Second infantry, froin Forts 
Keogh, Harrison and Yates. Mon., 
which passed through St. Paul on their 
way to Mobile, will be diverted at 
NashTille and come through to Chat- 
tanooga without stoppinR. 

The Nineteenth infantry, from Forts 
Brady and Wayne, the Twentieth from 
Fort Leavenworth and the Twenty 
second from Fort Crook, all bound for 
Mobile, were also communicated with 
and soon a good-sized army will have 
gone into camp at Chickamauga. 

It la not yet certain whether any 
regiments besides those mentioned 
will come here, as It is understood it 
Is not the intention to recall the in 
/antry who have already reached 
their southern rondesvous or have ao 
nearly reached there that turning 
them back woold entail an «ztm loos 
of time. 

No reasons for this sudden change 
of plana as regards the placing of tbe 

regular troops were vouchsafed at 
headqiiarfers. It Is believed, however, 
that facilities for the accommodation 
at the southern camp grounds of such 
large bodies of troops aa It was at 
first contemplated sending are inad 
equate at present. 

By night nearly 1,500 of the 5,000 
cavalry and artillerymen who have 
been ordered to Chickamauga were en- 
camped on that battlefield. Late in th" 
tveiiing the number already camped 
there had swelled by the arrival from 
i\)rt Sheridan, Ills., of battery A. Sec- 
ond artillery, in command of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Charles W. Vlele and 
troops C and O of the First cavalry, 
coiiinianded by Captain George W. Bry- 
an, over the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St Louis railroad, and batteries B. 
D, F and O of the Second artillery from 
Fort Adains, R. I., which came over 
the Southern. 

Major General Brooke put Major Dil- 
lenback in command of the artillery at 
Chickamauga, while Ccrfonol S. 8. Sum- 
ner of the famous Sixth cavalry took 
command of the cavalry forces. 

The news of the orderiiis of the 
North Atlantic squadron to Havana 
created a good deal of commotimi 
among the soldiers, who discussed ea- 
gerly the prospects of early orders for 
departure to the seacoast. 

Among tbe officers satlafactlon was 
manifest. It was apparently the gen- 
eral opinion among them, however, 
that no forward movement of th» 
Chickamauga troops WOUld be given for 
some time, as the gathering and equip 
ping of the large force of militia iiece.-- 
sary for the contemplated Cuban inva- 
sion would noeesssrlly ooosumo asTersl 
days. 

Haltod at OkAttaaooga.

In that period Eng- 
land lias fought six wars, not including 
conilicts with savages in India and .\frica 
and she has lost two— both to United 
States. France has engaged in six, and 
has lost two, one with the allied powers 
and one with Germany. Pruuia in the 
same period has lost two out of five 
wars. -Austria has lost three out of five. 
Russia has lost two and gained two. 
Spain has lost every war she bos under- 
taken in that period — unless her ten year 
war with Cuba may be called victorious. 

The United States has declared war 
but once, tliat inutanci' being in 1>;!2, 
and after such a series of insults ami in- 
juries as no nation would now dream of 
inflicting. But there never has been a 
day when a declaration of war from an- 
other nation has found us unprepared. 
And every enemy which has first at- 
tacked ns has been the first to sue for 
peace. 

In this country the initiative always 
rests with Congress, and on its authori- 
zation the President must declare war.

Mr. R. Sawyer, of Fayette County, the 
inventor of a very destructive nltro-gly- 

cerine jrnn, will in a few daysi to 
Washington to arrange for the disposal 
of the gnu to the United Statee. 

Several months ago there was an ac- 
count of this gnn in the Herald, and the 
present war excitement has again 
aroused interest in it. 

Mr. Sawyer invented the gun In 1892 
and haa spent a considerable sum of 
money perfecting it since that-time. He 
has had some correspondence with Capt. 
Sampson, of the U. S. navy, formerly at 
the head of the Ordinance Bureau, who 
advised him not to patent It because of 
the necessary large expense. 

For this reason be has never patented 
the gun and haturally guards the secret 
of the invention closely. Mr. Sawyer 
will not let anybody "see anything but 
the eflTect of the gnn when discharged 
and this speaks sufficient. The gun he 
now has is about one inch in diameter 
and shoots effectively a mile and a half. 
The distance, of course, increases with 
the diameter. When it strikes an object 
at some diatance, no matter what— steel, 
rock or wood— there is nothing left to 
tell the tale. The object is simply blown 
to atoms. 

Mr. Sawyer, while talking to a Herald 
reported yesterday evening, said that he 

wanted to dispose of it to the Govern- 
ment at once and ln-lii xtd it would be of 
great earvlce.

The value of balloon.s in warfare is 
00 longer a matter of doubt. In actual 
military operations the tany with bal- 
loons would have a great advantage over 
the army witbont them. The United 
States army has balloons and men who 
can managa them. We haven't as many 
of either as we should have, but the de- 
ficiency Is one which ooa SMily Mid 
quickly be supplied. 

The ballooos are In charge of the sig- 
nal corps and this is one of tho most im- 
portant divisions of the army. The com- 
mander wbo knows where all his own 
forces are, where the enemy is and what 
the enemy is doing is the man who 
wins tha battle^ Kapoleoo. yon know, 
said, "The seoret of war consists In the 
transmission of messages." 

It is thin work which the signal corps 
dops, and does bost when it has an out- 
post in the sky to make the messages 
worth traunlttlng. By actual practice 
at ooa of oof army posts it has been 
shown to be entirely feasible to send 
men in a captive balloon op under the 
olonds for the purpose of watching the 
movements of an enemy. 

General Greelj, chief signal officer 
of ttie army, believes in the balloon, 
and be leoaotly asked Secretary of War 
Alger for an appropriation to add a lot 
of them to the equipment of bis corps. 
He thinks they could be nsed over the 
coast with f?roat effect, giving notice of 
the approach of a hostile fleet long be- 
fore a warning could be given hy swift 
dispatch boats lent oat to Noonnoitar 
at sea. 

Military ballooning was first put to a 
practical test in 18fil, when Goneral 
Fitz John Port» r and other ofTici rs made 
frequent ascensions in actual warfare. 
In these cases, as al the present time, 
the balloon used waa a oaptive balloon, 
being held to Its moorings* on the 
ground by means of a long rope.

had donated their silk dresses. Early in 
the war it was captured on the James 
rlTer hy a detachment of northern sol- 
diers, who, it was said at the time, bad 
thereby captnred all the silk dresses in 
the Conft'ilcrai y. 

After i 803 the balloon as a military 
aid was abandoned hy the northern 
army, and so matters continued for 80 
years, until a balloon park was estab- 
lished in the department of the Colora- 
do. The location chosen for the esperi- 
ineuts in that line ^rn8 Fort Lutjau. 
That post has the distinction of being 
the only place in the United States 
where military ballooning is studied 
tbeoretioally and praotloally. Brigadier 
General Greelji, the chief of the signal 
service of the army, placed Oaptain 
Gla.'^tifcird in charge of military baUoOB* 
iiiK in tilt) wbole of the aruiy. 

In 1892 General Greely scut Captain 
Glassford abroad to study balloon ma- 
nipnlations of foreign armies. To that 
end he spent a year in Paris, living part 
of the time ut Meudon, five miles from 
Paris, whern tlie Frenoh gOTOnuaeot 
has a military pari;. 

While there he took lessons in bal- 
looning from Lacbambre, who subse- 
quently built Andre's balloon. Oaptain 
Glassford bad him bnild a balloon for 
the siguul corps of the United States 
army, which was forthwith sent home 
and exhibited m IbUU at the World's 
Columbian espositiun. 

The basket, which is of wioker work, 
ia 8 feet long, tyf feet wide and 8 feet 
deep. It is hung some distance below 
the balloon in order that the escaping 
gas may not fog the phcito^raiibio plates 
zsed by the observer. Tho capaoity of 
the balloon is 18,000 feet and it can 
oariy two men and an equipment Con- 
naoted with tha balloon ia a ^fleld tele- 
graph, whereby an obaerreraugrnpidly 
transmit his messages. 

The balloon eijuipnient at Fort Logan 
consists of a bulloou, a balloon wagon 
with cable drum and cables and acceii- 
sories for holding the balloon captive ; 
fooy tabe wagons and aoesiorles, one 
servibe wagon, a gas generating appa- 
ratus, a compressor for Imponnding gas 
in tnbes, and 180 steel tubes in which 
gas is compressed to oue-one-bundredth 
or one-one- hundred and twentieth of its 
Tolnme.
